sections 5 and 6 qualifies the mem- 
bers of the, Senate and House of Com- 
/mons by requiring that they shall 
have resided in the county in whieh 
they are chosen for one year imme- 
diately preceding ‘‘their~ election. 
Also in that of 1835, Art. I. Sec. 3, 
which requires ‘the residence of a 
menaber of the Senate to be in the 
district for which he is chosen for 
one year immediately preceding his 
election. 

And, finally, as in the Constitution 
of 1868, Art. 1I, Sections 9 and 10, 
which require a residence in the 
State of one year for Senators and 
Representatives; and Art. VI. Sec.11, 
which requires that every voter 
‘“shall bave resided in the State 
twelve months next preceding the 
election and thirty days in the coun- 
ty in which he offers to vote.’’ 

The residence intended and requir- 
ed by the city charter is a domicil, a 
fixed and settled home, bothin the 
eity and in the particular ward, A 
person may be a citizen of the city, 
without being a voting citizen of any 
particular ward of the city. His res- 
idence in the city may be permanent 
although he 
change that residence from ward to 
ward many times, and therefore in 
the true meaning of the charter, he 
may be a resident of the city and yet 
not a resident of a ward; justas un- 
der Art. VI. See. 1, of the State Con- 
stitution, a man may be a resident of 
the State for a year aud not be a res- 
ident of any particular county for 
thirty days, and thus be excluded 
from voting. It is clear that a person 
who comes hither from his home in 
Virginia and remains located in this 
State for years to effect a purpose, is 
nota voting resident of the State if 
he intends to return when that pur- 
pose is accomplished. 

Under Art. VL. See. 1, a voter for 
the Legislature must have both a gen- 
eral residence, which must be for 
twelve months, andsomewhere inthe 
State, and a particular residence for 
thirty days, which must be somwhere 


-in the county in which he votes.— 


This residence within the State may 
be changed for every twenty-five 
days, yet he will still be a resident of 
the State, and might vote but for the 
requirement ofa residence of thirty 


| daysin theparticular county in which 


‘be votes, though he had been settled 
in the county of his residence fora 
Such was the settled law 
under the old Constitution as decided 
in 1839 by the Supreme Court of 
which Ruffin was Chief Justice and 
Gaston and Daniel Associate Justices. 
The case was Aobverts v. Cannon, 4 
Dev & Bat. 256 and involved the ques- 
tion. as to what was the tiue meaning 
‘of the term ‘‘residence,’’ as used in 
the Consiitution. That very learned 


-Court say, Judge Gaston delivering 


the opinion: ‘By a residence in the 
county, the Constitution intends a 
domicil in that county. This requis- 
ite 1s not satistied by a visit to the 
county, whether for a longer or short- 


porary purpose, and with the design 
of leaving the county when that pur- 
pose is accomplished. It must tea 
tixed abode, constituting it the place 
of hishome. This residence or dom- 
ict) is a fact not more difficult of as- 
certainment when required as the 
qualifications of a voter, than resi- 
dence or domicil at the moment of a 
man’s death, which is so important 
in regulat'‘ng the disposition and 
of his estate after death,”’ 

Such is the meaning of residence 
as. applied to a county, such must be 
the meaning of residence as applied 
to a city,,and such also is necessarily 
the meaning of residence as applied 
toa ward of acity. The requisite of 
‘residence in a Ward is not  satistied 
by a visit to the ward, whether for a 
shorter or longer time, if the stay 
there be for a temporary purpose, and 
with the design of leaving the ward 
when that purpose is accomplished. 
he ward must be.a Axed abode,con- 


JOne of the ovjects of requiring from 
‘@ voter a previous residence in a par- 
ticular locality, wherein the right of 
suffrage may be exercised, is to infix 


| in him an acquaintance with the pe- 


-euliar interests of that locality, to 
‘the end that. in’ a popular govern- 
ment, he may be the better enabled 
to represent and protect those inter- 
este, and also to prevent frauds in 
voting attempted by a_ pretended 
change of residence. For, when the 
real and bona fide residents may be 
subjected to a sudden and temporary 
irruption of a wandering horde of un- 
settled sojourners, who come merely 
‘to seek a pretended home that they 
‘may overrute and crush the true and 
cherished interests of the settled aud 
abiding citizens, and having done 
this to watch for another opportunity, 
-and depart to accomplish that, the 
consequence is no less destructive of 
the right of suffrage than that which 
follows.,an army employed to over- 
power and destroy the votes of a free 
people. by, scattering its movable 
troops wherever corruption and de- 
pravity can be most available to de- 
feat the ends of constitutional lib- 
erty. 
The object and effect of this lawless 
conspiracy against constitutional 
government, is to accomplish a fraud 
u the’ benefit of the great fran- 
chise-of popular liberty by wicked 
and false pretenses, and can never re- 
; ceive the sanction of law, so long as 
Jaw shall be interpreted in. 
| Lhe great right of suffrage, 
I am also requested 
opinion as to the best means of avoid-

Tue injury to the wheat crop in 
the Northwest is very great and will 
have the effect no doubt in advanc- 
ing the present price of flour. Spec- 
ulators never want pretexts for im- 
position, and the public ure power- 
less to help themselves. But let 
those who may be alarmed comfort 
themselves with the knowledge that 
there is an abundant supply of wheat 
and flour on hand, and that in all 


probability the damages referred to 


are much overrated. Wheat is not 
apt to be materially hurt until it has 
jointed, and we are sure this was 


not the case so early ia the season 
in the Northwest.

‘POLITICAL EFFECTS OF RAIL 
ROADS. 


In our remarks accompanying the 
map of the Railroad system of North 


Carolina, which appeared in Sun- 


day morning’s issue of the Nzws, we 
adverted briefly to some of the po- 
litical effects upon the State as pro- 
duced by intimate railroad connec- 
tions, and some of the dangers 
which might follow their rupture. 
This is a point upon which North 
Carolina is peculiarly sensitive. The 
topography of the State is peculiar, 
wedged in as it were in a narrow 
slip, between the States of Virginia 
and South Carolina, and having no 
natural avenue of communication 
between its remote parts. The in- 
habitants of these extremes have 
naturally sought the markets most 
convenient to them, which have been 
those of the States above named. 
The consequence has been an alien- 
ation of those extremes, a deficiency 
in interest in what concerns the 
whole State, a feeling of antagonism 
almost, which has always been a 
subject of deep svlicitude with those 
who had their proper share of State 
pride, and who wished to preserve 
in all their integrity, the interest of 
North Carolina in one united and 
indivisible whole. It was these mo- 
tives more than any visions of im- 
mediate profit, that stimulated the 
patriotic projectors of the various 
lines of railroads to their work. It 
was this idea which ruled supreme 
in the mind of President Caldwel!. 
It is this idea which was caught up 
by Meares and Gaston, and which | 
was pushed so far towards realiza- 
tion by Morehead and others of his 
day. 

The great objective point was 
never quite reached. The transmon- 
tane country was only approached, 
never penetrated, and the people of 
the West, disappointed, disheartened 
and disgusted that their anticipa- 
tions had been falsified by the stu- 
pendous wickedness of the bond- 
holders, had again set themselves 
down in sullen despair. They were 
almost ready to abandon the farth- 
er effort to attach themselves to the 
rest of Nori Carolina. 

The decision of the Supreme 
Court can only intensify their feel- 
ings of mortification, and increase 
that indifference which they feel to- 
wards farther exertion. The inter- 
position of the 5 foot gauge cuts 
them off practically from the East, 
for men will not from patriotic im- 
pulse tax themselves with charges 
they can avoid by seeking the read- 
iest channel and the most convenient 
market. The effect would be still 
farther to alienate the East from the 
West, and build up again that wall 
which was in process of decay. 

It strikes us that the political in- 
tegrity of the State is too important 
to be overlooked, and we speak in 
no party sense. That integrity can 
only be maintained by most cordial 
harmony between its parts. No 
common object can be carried out 
without harmony, and thera can be 
no concord in carrying out any 
public work, the maintenance of our 
public charities, the imposition of 
taxes, the maintenance of public 
and all the other ob- 
jects of State existence, if the parts 
are alien ininterest and hostile in 
feeling. 

This the change of gauge threat- 
ens todo, Itis no new danger, 
now are those dangers without 
foundation. It is a matter of his- 
tory that the State of West Virginia 
was called into existence at the beck 
of John W. Garrett, the railway 
king of the Baltimore and Ohio 


| Railroad, that he might have free 


and unobstructed motion, untram—- 
melled by the interference of @ hos- 
tile State. If John W. Garrett could 
do asmuch, may not Tom Scott, 
who has run in his entering wedge, 
dotbe same for North Carolina, 
and realize the dreams of the past 
in calling into being the State of 
Frankland ? 

This probably is visionary, But 
it is not visionary to regard the in- 
terruption of direct communication 
between the East and West, as

PRINTER’S STRIKE. 
Contest Between Newspaper Proe 
prietors and Typographical Union. 


The Washington Chronicle is at 
present involved ina contest with 
the Typographical Union of that 
city. The Chronicle explains ‘‘the 
situation’’ as follows: 


we 


“Tt is due to our regular readers, 


that we should state the cause of 
this temporary embarrassment in 
the prosecution of our business. 


During the afternoon, yesterday, our. 


business superintendent was Cal- 


led on by a committee of compositors 


from our news rooms, who stated 
that they had heard that several 
compositors had been employed to 
work in the Chronicle office on terms 
different from those established by 
the Typographical Union of this 
District, and desired to know if the 
report was true. They were inform- 
-edthat the stockholders had made 
arrangements to employ _ several 
com positors to work in the job office 


without regard to the rules of the | 


Union, but that it was not their in- 
tention to make any change for the 
resent in the newspaper office; that 

f sucha conclusion should be ar- 
rived at, sufficient notice would be 
given to enable the present force to 
make arrangements foremployment 
elsewhere. ‘The committee returned 
and ina short time returned with 
the information that the whole force 
had decided to stop work, and accor- 
dingly retired, persuading our ap- 
prentices to go with them. It being 
a free country, in our opinion they 
hada perfect legal right to do as 
they did, and thatas employers the 
proprietors have an equally clear 
right to hire others to take their 
places, which we are doing as rapidly 
us the suddenness of the emergency 
will permit. And we are gratified 
in being able to state that through 
the courtesy of our neighbors, our 
embarrassment has been greatly di- 
minished, for which our’ sincere 
thanks are tendered. 

“It is due to the proprietors of the 
Chr.n ce to state that the composi- 
tors who have retired from their 
cases, as above described, had been 
promptly paid their wages according 
to the rules of the Union, incsuding 
bills up to last Sunday morning ; 
that no additional bills were due 
Wien theytook their leave of ab- 
sence, that no personal difficulties 
existed between these retiring com- 
positors and their employers, and 
that no compositor or other employe 
outside of the ‘Typographical Union 
had at the time been put into the 


oftice. It is just to these gentlemen, 


however to say that they were in- 
formed that the proprietors intended 
to run the job office without refer- 
ence tothe rules of the Union from 
this date forward, and ultimately to 
put the news office under the same 
management ;but of the execution 
of the latter purpose the proprietors 
would feel in honor bound to give 
them sufficient notice to make other. 
arrangements should they then de- 
cide to serve their connection with 
the office. They, however decided 
to stop work at once. This, we 
think, was a discourtesy which fair 
dealing between manu and man does 
not justify. But wedo not callin 
question their legal right todo so, and 


part with them without any unkind 


feelings, and are ready to pay them 
for the fraction of a week they have 
served since the last settlement as 
soon as the bills can be properly made 
out, which they are requested te re- 
turn and receiye, and then depart in 
peace, aud take with them the best 
wishes of the stockholders of the 
Chronicle Company for their future 
prosperity.” 

Commenting upon the affair, the 
Washington Star of last evening 
says: 

“Tf the publisher finds the prices 
set by the Union too high, or the Un- 
ion rules so abitrary and = dictorial as 
to prevent him from exercising con- 
trol over his own office and his own 
business affairs, he hasan undoubted 
right to free himself from the bur- 
densome restrictions and®protect his 
business interests by the employ- 
ment of menata rate of Spay he and 
they may agree upon, without regard 
to the society’ssdictum. On the oth- 
er hand, the printers have the un- 
doubted right to unite to get the best 
price for their {labor possible; and 
where prices are not kept up artifi- 
otal. by the Union rules, very 
much beyond the natural level of the 
labor market, they are generally able 
to maintain their own rates. Atsev- 
eral points elsewhere within the last 
year, however, publishers, who have 
revolted at the rules and prices of the 
printer’s Unions have maintained 
themselves successfully against 
strixes. It remains to be seen wheth- 
er the Chronicle publishers will sud- 
ceed as well.
